FOREWORD. 


The Allied Artists’ Association was formed early last year 
to enable artists to submit their work freely to the judgment of 
the public without the intervention of any middleman, be he 
dealer or artist also. As opposed to all other existing art 
societies in this country, the Association is based on co-opera¬ 
tion instead of competition, and exactly the same treatment is 
accorded to all members irrespective of their position or reputa¬ 
tion. No artist who has made his application to exhibit before 
the specified date has been refused. Each exhibitor has the 
right to show three works without submitting them to any 
SMeeting Jury, and to obviate any possible chance of favouritism 
or the reverse, lots are drawn for the order in which the works 
shall be hung or placed. Further, at the last Annual General 
Meeting it was decided by an overwhelming majority that all 
members of the Association should be invited in turn to serve on 
th' Hanging Committee, the invitations being issued in alpha¬ 
betical order, to commence in 1910 and future years where they 
left off the previous year. 

On the recommendation of the 1908 Hanging Committee, 
the rules governing the exhibition for this year have been 
slightly modified and amended with a view to facilitate the 
delivery, cataloguing and arrangement of exhibits, but the main 
Principles of the Association are necessarily unalterable and it is 
difficult to conceive a fairer or more democratic constitution 
than that existing. The keynote of this constitution is inclusion, 
n °t exclusion, and its aim is to preserve the liberty of the artist, 
t° give him full freedom of speech in assemblies and to maintain 
the principle of non-intervention as between one artist and 

Mother. 

Owing to unforeseen difficulties at the eleventh hour, it has 
been found impossible this year to arrange a national exhibition 
as a special feature <>f the second London Salon, but the 
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executive is already negotiating for the presentation in 1910 o! 
another distinctive national collection, similar to the successful 
Russian exhibition of last year. In the absence of any national 
exhibition, a portion of the South Galleries has this year been 
devoted to a representative display of pictures by Mr. H. Phelan 
Gibb, and sculpture by David Edstrom, whose work will be a 
novelty to Londoners, though it has already attracted con¬ 
siderable attention in Paris and on the^ Continent. 

In conclusion, following the example of the Autumn Salon 
in Paris, the Association is this year extending its hospitality to 
brother artists in the musical profession, and has arranged for 
a limited number of organ and musical recitals to be giyen on 
certain afternoons during the time of the exhibition. In this 
way it is hoped that opportunities elsewhere denied, may be 
given to young composers and musicians to submit their 
performances, together with those of their colleagues in paint¬ 
ing, sculpture and graving, to the judgment of the public and 
await its verdict.
